Vernon Elwood Booher, 20- 


year-old farmer boy from 


Mannville, convicted of the 
murder of his mother, Eunice 


Booher, his brother, Fred 
Booher, and Wasyl Rozak and 
Gabriel Goromby, hired men 
on the Booher farm on July 
th last, has not yet given up 
his fight for life. 

This morning notice of appr 
against the sentence of death, which 
unless the appeal is granted, will be 
carried out early on the morning of 
December 15, was filed at the cou 
house here by Neil D. Maclean K.C 
counsel for Booher. The application 
carries with it a request that a new 
trial be granted the accused, and also 
that Vernon Booher be present when 
the hearing of the appeal is before 
the Court of Appeals
